Report of the Chairman 

1. Information: Mr. Coxe reported that he and the Secretary attended 
the meeting of the Economic Intelligence Committee (EIC) on 7 June 1958 

at which time the parent committee reviewed the activities of the Subcommittee 
The Chairman briefed the EIC on the principal activities of the Subcommittee 
during fiscal year 1958* The Chairman of the EIC slated that the Sub- 
committee should be commended for their fine work.

Information ; The Secretary reported an the status of exchanges in 
the field of transportation with the USSR. Be stated that the most recent 
development is a proposal that the Russians be invited to attend the January 
1959 meeting of the Highway Research Board end that a meeting had been called 
for July 14 by the East-West Contacts Staff of the Department of State to 
discuss the implementation of this proposal. The Secretary also called to 
the attention of title Subcommittee the reports currently naming in the Railway 
Abb, prepared by Mr. Lewie, the publisher; on the basis of his recent three- 
week visit to the USSR and study of the USSR railroads-

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11 • Integration ; Mr. Coxa was questioned regarding the scope of same 
of these projects. Be stated that he felt all of the proposed research 
projects for ACS I would he quite responsive to the research deficiencies 
itemized by the Subccsmalttee . Mr. Cosos also mentioned that there are 
several studies p lan n ed in non-Bloc areas.
